Shortly afterward John Paliwoda 
wa* arraigned before Judge Brind­ 
ley charged with assisting Ruesgen

shed. 
He said he 
returned from

Chief Webber says, however, that 
Ruesgen told him that he went to 
Paliwoda’s home and told him what 
he bad 
done. 
Paliwoda 
did not 
want to conceal him in the house, 
thinking the police may search the 
house, and thereupon advised him 
to go into the woodshed. 
Paliwoda 
waived 
examination 
and was bound over for trial in the 
circuit court under $1,000 bail.

addition to the charge of arsistrng

to escape, 
Paliwoda was 
charged with a second offense, hav­ 
ing been sentenced on June 22, 1909 
to the county jail 
for stealing a 
quantity of brast. 
Post-Mortem Held 
Sunday a post mortem examina­ 
tion was beld over the body of Stu­ 
dier, the murdered man, by Drs. J. 
E. Egan and D. S. McArthur, at the 
morgue of Tillman Bros.

amination proved that flour shots 
had been fired, one bullet entering 
the right side about an Inch above 
the nipple, another on the right side 
below the ribs, another on the left 
side of the abdomen, which passed 
through the body and the fourth 
entered the right hip.

White testified that he had ask­ 
ed Browne* when he received pay­ 
ment: “How much will I get from 
other sources?" and that Browne re­ 
plied: 
“As much .more out of the 
‘jack pot.’ ** 
The defense argued that the state 
coulld not go itfto any other transac 
tions save the acts of bribery for 
which Browne was actually indicted.

13.—One of 
the worst catastrophes in the hisr 
tory of Montreal occurred today at 
the building of the Montreal Herald 
at St. James street when some thirty 
men, women and children lost their 
lives, fifty more were injured more 
or less seriously and the plant and 
premises 
were destroyed. 
A huge 
water tank on the 
roof collapsed 
and fell through four floors carrying 
death and destruction in its path. 
Several employes went with it from 
the top to the bottom floors where it 
upset the machinery and, breaking 
electric wires, started a blaze which 
in a few minutes swept through from 
the first floor to the roof. 
Victims are Caught 
None of the victims 
had 
any 
chance to escape. Without the slight­ 
est warning the big tank broke from 
its supports, crashed through the roof 
like an eggshell 
and 
through the 
bindery, 
job 
department, artist’s 
room, down to the main floor. 
O the top floor which was devot­ 
ed to the bindery business there were 
68 employes. 
On the third floor where the job 
printing department 
was 
situated, 
there were 138 persons. In the editor­ 
ial department, which occupied the 
front section of tbh second 
floor, 
there were twenty men and two wo­ 
men.

The cities of Guthrie and Oklaho­ 
ma City today promiae to go t o the 
heldmat in one of the most novel 
contests held Saturffay when Okla­ 
homa City was chosen as the site for 
the permanent state capital by a ma­ 
jority vote of 35.000. 
Th# capture of the state aeal from 
Guthrie was accomplished last night 
after a wild automobile ride through 
the darkness by W. B.. Anthony, pri­

The delivery wagon that stopped 
in front of the Grant home before 
the shooting bore the name of the 
Nugent store and shortly afterward 
Rayne arrived at the barn. Dr. Grant 
has been the physician of the Rayne 
family for several years.

Pinchot surprised his hearers by 
Showing himself as well versed on 
the tariff as upon forestry, and he 
went into that subject in a way that 
delighted his hearers, showing the 
colossal grab in the wool schedule, 
the not even 
solicited additional 
“concessions" in cotton, the favors 
•handed the sugar trust 
at a time 
when it stands convicted of the out­ 
right theft of millions from the gov­ 
ernment.

“The conservation issue is a moral 
issue, and the heart of it is this: 
For whose benefit shall our nation­ 
al resources be conserved—for the 
benefit of us all or for the use and 
profit of the few?"

Gown,” as he was known among the 
Indians, made friends, and waa wel­ 
comed for his goodness and wisdom. 
Starts Out to Find River 
Hearing frequent mention among 
the Indians of the mighty “Father 
of Waters” farther west, he deter­ 
mined to find the great river, to as­ 
certain its course and learn whith­ 
er it led. 
After 
long and arduous 
search, often following wrong trails, 
wasting one summer exploring the 
Wolf river, he made his way at last 
to the portage between the Wis­ 
consin and Fox rivers 
and thence 
floated down the “Ouisconsin,” as 
the Indians called it, accompanied 
by a • compatriot, Louis Joliet, 
and 
escorted by friendly (Indians. 
Ar­ 
riving at the mouth of the Wscon- 
sin river the party 
climbed to the 
summit of Lookout Mount and sur­ 
veyed the 
panorama of 
hill and 
plain, woodland and prairie, divided 
at their feet by the broad Mississip­ 
pi. 
Columbus landing on the island 
to SanSalvador, Balboa viewing the 
Pacific “silent upon a peak in Dar­ 
ien” are the only figures in the his­ 
tory of Americn exploration 
eclip­ 
sing that of this great man standing 
on this primeval headland gazing in 
contemplation on 
one 
of 
earth’s 
mightiest rivers rolling in majesty 
through a valley destined for great­ 
er things than can yet be truly pro­ 
phesied. 
Behind him 
lay worldly 
fortune, high birth, courtly honors, 
renounced for a life of toil and ser­ 
vice, before him an empire which 
he waa first of his race to behold. 
Goes Down Mississippi 
After leaving this prairie the par­ 
ty proceeded down the Mississippi, 
landing in Iowa, the first white men 
ever to step foot on its soil, stop­ 
ping often to hunt or fish or inter­ 
view the natives, and finally turn­ 
ing back from near the mouth of 
the Arkansas river, where they met 
with hostility from the Indians. The 
party had traveled 
HOO miles on 
the great Father of Waters and end­ 
ed their southward course 600 miles 
south from its mouth. It took Fath 
er Marquette nearly a year to make 
the return trip to his starting point 
on the Great Lakes, for he stopped 
frequently to preach the gospel to 
the red men and was often delayed 
by illness and failing strength. 
He 
reached his friendly northern tribes 
only a short time before his death, 
which occurred in 1675, at the early 
age of thirty-eight years. 
Wisconsin has many tributes to 
Marquette, a city, a county, a uni 
versity and a railroad named in his 
honor; his is the only statue placed 
thus far by Wisconsin* in the Nation 
a1 Hall of Fame where each state 
may place two. and now at Prairie 
du Chien, a spot especially connect­ 
ed with his fame is erected the lat 
est memorial to his greatness.

of Wisconsin in the Hall of Fame at 
the national capitol in Washington. 
It is twelve feet in height, making 
the total height of the monument 
forty-two feet. 
Many Have Donated 
The base of the monument, cost­ 
ing $1,500.00, has been paid for by 
popular subscription, the largest sin 
gle contribution being that of Presi­ 
dent James J. Hill of the Great Nor­ 
thern Railway Company, $200. Bish­ 
op Sohwebach of La 
Cross© gave 
$50, but the majority of the dona­ 
tions have been 
small and have 
come from any hundreds of interest­ 
ed persons in this 
city and else­ 
where. 
The stone column was pre­ 
sented by the Chicago, Milwaukee 
ft St. Paul Railway Company. The 
statue itself is given by the Order 
of Notre Dame, the entire cost of 
the finished monument being $5,000 
Life bf Marquette 
To only * comparatively

number of human beings has it been 
vouchsafed to taste the experiences 
compassed in the short life of James 
Marquette. 
Born in 
1637, of an 
aristocratic family of the old French 
nobility, and educated for a career 
of diplomacy and earthly 
dignities 
hb turned at an early age to the ser­ 
vice of a higher Master than even 
Louis XIV of France, the “Grand 
Monarch,” whose proud boast “L-Et- 
at c’est moi” CT am the State” ) is 
now almost 
forgotten,

name of Marquette lives on, perpet­ 
ually enshrined in the hearts of an 
Admiring people.

After the death of Studier, Chief 
Webber sent a telegram to brothers 
of the dead man at Amsterdam.

Y.. informing them of the tragedy. A

Instructing the police to 
turn the body over to D. W. McWil- 
lie, manager of the button works. 
until further orders. The body was 
taken to the morgue of Tillman Bros., 
where it will remain until the rela­ 
tives give further instructions. 
Decedent was 26 years of age and 
unmarried. He came here from Am­ 
sterdam last September, since which 
time he has been employed at the 
button works. He was superintendent 
for about a week He has two broth­ 
er* .Charles and Fred, and several 
sisters, who reside at Amsterdam. 
Mr. McWHlle was out of the city 
at the time of the murder, 
having
